•On last Thursday week, says the New- 
York Journal of Commerce, an intense anil 
painful anxiety whs caused in the breasts of 
thousands of spectators on Broadway and 
Wall street, by the appearance of a man ii] 
the act of clin«bing Trinity church steeple. 
Tlie intrepid individual cnierged from the 
toumost oriel window, from which a jiole, 
with the American flag on the end of it, has 
f ir some time been exhibited, anil, catching 
tirm boM of the fretted stone work, com- 
menced slowly to ascend. .\8 he mounted 
hi^bei- atnf higher, the diminishing diame- 
ter iit the steeple made the task easier, and 
euabled him to quicken his steps. In a few 
(uinutes he had reached the foot of the 
cross, and hanging to tiiat firm object was 
safe. At this point the repressed excitement 
of |be eager watching throng found vent in 
loiitl cheers, which the venturous climber 
acknowletlged by waving liis hat. The ob- 
ject of his liazardous undertaking then be 
canii- apparent, for he could be seen fasten- 
ing a halliard to the foot of the cross, as a 
prepAt'arory step lor the raising of a flag to 
the highest artificial point in this city. The 
object of his exploit having been acliieved 
the climber groped his way down ; and eve 
ry observer felt a great deal better when he 
had reached the little oriel window, and 
crawled in again. 

MiDyioHT Dki'kkdatios. — We understand 
that .tome vile miscreants entered the oflice 
of the Nicholasville Democrat, on Saturday 
night, wilien the whole town was wrapped in 
sleep, took froni the office its cases of type, 
and emptied them into the street.

Mr. Johnson said: In the original causes 
which have produced the present emer?;enRy, 
MarylaiuJ has had no shrre. Her people 
were, and now arc, zealous in support of the 
constitution and the government, which they 
were foremost in forming and adopting. No 
threat of treason has ever been whispered 
within her limits, while the blessings and 
advantages of the Union have ever been ful- 
ly estimated and appreciated. The lo.w of 
these advantages, it is felt, would be utter 
ruin. Jn this ruin all the States would more 
or less share, but our geographical position 



in the rightful exercise of its legitimate fuiic 
tions, the first of these being to maintain its 
ow n existence against the plottings of those 
who would annihilate it, in order to form 
new and unauthorized combinations out of 
its fragments. Should Missouri place her- 
self in co-operation with these and in hos- 
tility to the (.Tovernmcnt, she will, by her 
own acts, thus place herself in hostility with 
her neighbors, and she will have no cause 
to be disappointed that her fields may be de- 
vastated, her trade ruined, and her slave 
property swept from existence. Ancient 
Iriendship. and the remembrance of past 
■good neighborhood, will but embitter the 
coming feud, and that war which is first ciy- 
■', will' become social and then servile, until 
all that is worth preserving is gone. 

Stand then, my dear friend, liy the Consti- 
tution of your country, enforce its laws, and 
maintain the integrity of the Union. In 
this alone consists your safety. Let no folly, 
or indiscretion, or the imbecility of Mr. Jiin- 
coln's administration on the one hand, nor 
sectional pride and allinity, nor glowing por- 
traitures of wrongs, real or imaginary, 
which the South has endured, (but the ex- 
istence of which she can alone redress in 
the Union, and not out of it,) swerve your 
gallant Stale from her allegiance to a Gen- 
eral Government that has never deprived 
her of a solitary right, or inflicted on her a 
single wrong. The policy of the Adminis- 
tration to all the border States, which have 
not seceded, js the same In reference to 
Kentucky, Mr. Lincoln told me he hoped 
Kentucky would stand by the (Jovernment 
in tl'.e present difficulties, but if she would 
not do that, let her stand still and take no 
hostile part against it, and that no hostile 
step should tread her soil. This is true w ith 
Missouri. Let me tell you I'urthcr, that the 
temporizing policy of the Administration, in 
reference to the assaults and capturing of 
its forts, arsenals and properly, is over. 
Ilcnceforth, they who make war, will have 
w ar made on them. The monopoly which 
the .South has enjoyed in. that direction has 
ended, and all the powers of the Govern- 
ment henceforth will be exerted t»nuiintain 
the property and the legal authority of the 
Government within its just limit.s. You 
need not, therefore, be surprised to hear of 
the vigorous blockade ol the Chesapeake 
and Hampton Roads, and ot the ports of ne- 
coded States, and that if these States erect 
batteries at Memphis or Vicksbuig to inter- 
rupt the commerce of the Mississippi, that 
mea.-ures ol stern retaliation or resistance 
will be inaugurated by the Government, to 
force the poisoned chalice to the lips of those 
w ho first drugged it. I could enter mu^ii 
more in detail, but have not lime I start 
wlieu this is closed, to fill my appointments 
— to make Union speeches. God grant that 
Missouri may stand firm. I trust Kentucky 
will, though the storm beats heavily against 
lier.

Thk Vast Importancu and Friohtfii. 

WANT OP DlSelPl.IXE AMONG THE V0I.UNTEER.S. 

— The Philadelphia Bulletin saya with per- 
tinence and force: 

There are some points to which civilians, 
not trained to war, do not sufficiently look, 
when summoned to command They look 
too much to direct fighting, and not enough 
to those incidents' which are quite as im- 
portant as the fighting itself 

One point of vast importance, is the com- 
missariat. The necessity above all necessi- 
ties in war, is that the men be fed. They 
should not only have sufficient food, but it 
should be the right kind of food, and whole- 
some in quality. Obvious as thisseems to a 
trained soldier, there is nothing which a mi- 
litia colonel is so apt to neglect. 

The next thing is the Quartermaster's De- 
partment. Troops must not only be fed; 
they luust be sheltered. Yet a man, who 
would never think of taking a single family 
into any locality withoutarrangiiig for a roof 
over their heads, will march a regiment into 
a position, without an inquiry as to whether 
he can shelter their heads from the rain or 
cold. 

Another point in which our volunteer col- 
onels greatly fail in discipline. Nothing 
amazes a trained officer more than the look 
of some of our volunteer camps. The men 
are allowed to be dirty, because there is no 
proper inspection. There is no cordon of 
sentinels completely encircling the camp, ns 
there ought to be ; for a sentinel at a single 
point is mere trifling. People are allowed in 
far too great numbers to crowd into the en- 
campment, and in some of thein wc hear that 
women of all sorts traverse the tents early 
and late. .Soldiers, too, with scarce a re- 
striction, are allowed to leave the encamp- 
ment, and get into all kinds of mischief 

The sooner this matter is looked to the 
better. If not attended to at once, the re- 
sult will be filth, disease, demoralization, and 
all manner of confusion. The very essence 
and idea of an army is command and sub 
ordination, and the sooner everything is put 
on the right footing, the less there will be 
to regret and to unlearn. We arc engaged 
in no child's play. This war may be the 
work, not only of months, but of years. 
Our soldiers will obey, if their colonels arc 
only firm and consistent. Without disci 
plinean army is a pandemonium. 



ment had given no causes, and had tlie 
friends of constitutional rights remained at 
their posts in Congress, the power of the 
t:iovernmenl to transgress its authority could 
have been elTectually thwarted. 

The leaders of the rebellion were actuatetl 
by an unholy thirst for official power. The 
fact is evinced in the elevation to place, of 
all, who have deserted official po^^itions or 
plotted treason. They may as weil strike 
at the heavens with their arms against the 
Atuerican Union. Defeat was certain to re- 
bellion. 

The free States, according to the last cen- 
su.s, have 3,77.S,000 nuiles between the ages 
of eighteen ami forty-five. The slave States 
have I ,tj0.j,(.KJO. The seceded .'States, exclu- 
sive of Virginia, had only 530,<)00; and the 
difference in wealth is proportional to that 
of men. 

With such a vast disparity, the end of the 
struggle is beyond doubt. It was tlic aim 
ot the .South to confine the war to the bor- 
der States. Mr. Cobb was, even now , con- 
gratulating them on the removal of it from 
their midst, but Maryland should frustrate 
this cowardly policy. Let those who have 
provoked the war bear its entire fruit. 

Maryland's proper position is to remain 
firm in her loyalty to the government. The 
rebellion leaders have done all they could 
for Mr. Lincoln's election as the means of 
precipitating a revolution by the South. 
They relied for the success of their jilans on 
the intervention of the Border .States anddi 
visions in the North; but they were short 
sighted men. 

The first gun fired at a noble a#id starving 
garrison was a blow at the national heart, 
and an united North had sprung to arms 
in \ indication of the flag and for the main- 
tenance of the Government. Heaven forbid 
that the duty of the vindication should be 
forgotten by Maryland!
